Section traffic nets was written on the blackboard for -1t! to 

see, How many people wrote these frequencies down and then pree 
ceeded to check into a net? That’s anybody’s guess... 


If your hamming has been facking something -« lacking interest 
or attraction for you, wh y don’t you give one of these nets 

a try? You®ll probably be pleasantly surprfsed at the amount 

of satisfaction you can derive from doing something constructive 
with your hobby! 


For those of you wno are interested in increasing your nuaty 
code speed to a respectable ievel -- say eC: words per mane? == 
the CW nets are just the thing. 


The PTTN (Penna. Training and Traffic Net), W3MPX, Manager, 
operates every night on 3610 KHz at 6300 focal time, and the 
maximum speed of the net is 15 -=- yeah, fifteen lousy words per 
minute, Even QQH could copy those guys! If you should check 
in, tell the guy who is in charge of the net that you're new to 
CW trafficking, and he®i! understand, He'I!s cooperate with you,

usually control himself a bites. . 


The Phone Nets are similar to the CW. fete atcucutually om the 
EPEPTN, (Eastern Pennsylvania Emergency Phone and Traffic Net), 
which is operative on 3917 KHz every night at 6:00 PM local 
time, fis regularly staffed by seasoned traffickers, whose prime 
purpose in the net is to assist the newcomers to PESty ican teach 
them the ropes, as it were... 


The Pennsylvania Fone Net, (PFN) 3960, 5330 PM local, fs a more 
advanced, crack-operator-oniy type Of phone net, and fs perhers 
more businesslike than the EPEPTN== here again, only those who 

are able to copy 100% traffic at reading speeds need check fneoo 


You’re probably interested if you've read this fare=@co why not 
go right now and give this traffic stuff a try?
